DENVER, Dec. 18.--A dispatch to the 
Post from Washington today says that 
not only do the revised statutes give 
New Mexico's northern boundary line at 
the thirty-eighth parallel, but that the 
original statute passed ip 1850 defining 
the boundaries of the Territory, gives 
the northern limits as that degree. 

While the southern boundary of Colo- 
rado is given as the thirty-seventh 
degree in the statute passed in 186}, 
there is no reference’ there to any 
change in the New Mexican law of 1850.

GERMANY EXPECTS APOLOGY. 
FOR DIPLOMATIC INSULTS. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 
BERLIN, Dec. 18.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Aside from the financial claims 
mentioned in her ultimatum, Germany 
expects some form of apology from 
Venezuela for the diplomatic -insults 
which the Foreign Office says are more 
serious and more gross than those of 
which Great Britain complains. The 
Foreign Office officials point out that 
Premier Balfour's remark yesterday 
evening in the British House of Com- 
mons, about Germany having other 
than financial claims, must be under- 
stood as applying to diplomatic repar- 
ation for the insults, and not to a ma- 
terial indemnity, like money or ter- 
ritory. 
The Foreign Office is again calling 
attention to the suspicions in the 
United States lest Germany effect a 
landing in Venezuela. It says a refu- 
tation of such suspicions ought to be 
perceived in the slender forces at the 
disposal of Germany. There are 
scarcely three hundred men who could 
be spared from the squadron, not a 
sufficient number to take La Guayra, 
let alone form an expedition into the 
interior. 
It is not settled whgther the noti- 


fication of the commencement of the 


blockade will be made public in Ber- 
lin and London simultaneously, or 
take the form of a communication from 
the two commanders of the squad- 
rons to the Venezuelan authorities. 
The publication will apparently be de- 
layed a day or two. 

The officials of the Foreign Office say 
that the reply to Venezue'‘a’s arbitra- 
tion proposal hes not yet been sent. 
The Foreign Office still is exchanging 
views on the subject with London, Al- 
though the Foreign Office does not give 
the least hint of the character of Ger- 
many’s reply, it seems certain that ar- 
bitration will not be accepted, although 
the refusal may be accompanied by 
fresh suggestions. ; 

The Cologne Gazette in an evidently 
inspired statement published today, en- 
deavors to allay the uneasiness regard- 
ing Germany's action in Venezuela, 
which, according to practically all the 
past dispatches from America, prevails 
in the United States. 


“There are no facts.” says the state- 


ment, ‘to support the distrust of Ger- 
many expressed in many quarters. The 
‘United States knows well that Ger- 


many ag little. thinks of seizing Vene- 
zuelan territory as of planting her flag 
on the mountains of the moon. Even if 
we could annex Venezuela without a 
protest from the United States, we 
would forego so doing, as complications 
with the United States would be bound 
to follow. 

“Germany does not think of waging 
a land war. She beijieves she can force 
her just demands by means of a block- 
ade. The real cause of her action was 
the robbery and plunder in the guise 
of war contributions, to which our coun- 
trymen were exposed. Payment of our 
claims arising therefrom is our first de- 
mand. Then we insist on a settlement of 
the question of Venezuela's relations

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Roosevelt gave a din- 
ner at the White House tonight, in 
honor of the Cabinet, to which a large 
number of guests also were invited. 

It was the first formal evening 
function at the Wthite House since its 
remodeling, and gave the guests an op- 
portunity to view the many changes 
which have been made in the interior 
of the mansion. The table was set in 
the new state dining-room, which has 
been eniarged. thus obviating the 
necessity of holding the large dinners 
in the East Room, to which resort was 
made during the iast session. The 
table was set in the form of a . semi- 
circle, and the decorations were 
mainly red and white roses. 

The guests found that many changes 
had been made in the interior of the 
house since last summer. The great- 
est object of interest was the East 
Room, which had Been finished in 
white-enameled woodwork, With Corin- 
thian pilasters and panels, the win- 
dews being draped with curtains of 
subdued yellow. The old chandéliers 
have been removed, and in their place 
are others designed in the form of a 
‘cascade of crystal in loops and festoons 
of cut-giass, each chandelier, being 
composed of 7000 pleces. In tie cor- 
ners of the room are golden &tands, 
Surmounting which are clusters of 
Roman electric lights. while the old- 
fashioned mantle pieces have been 
supplanted by others of various col- 
ored marble. The red, blue and green 
Parlors also have undergone complete 
renovation, and ma a rich showing 
in thefr respective colors. Each room 
has been sunoniled with new furnituré 

The matin feature alteration no 
ticed as one enters the house is the 
removal] of the staircase partition 
which separated the vestibule from the 
long red corridor back of it, thus 
making the whole one large open 
space, and giving a free space for 
moving and accommodating the large 
crowds which attend the evening re- 
ceptions.

After Forty-five Years Spent in Wall 
Street Whirlpool, Well-known Broker 
Retires From Business.

Dispatch.] Horace L. Hotchkiss, one 
of Jay Gould's brokers, and one of the 
oldest members of the Stock Ex- 
change, has sold his seat, and will re- 
tire from Wall street, after a career 
of forty-five years. Hotchkiss has 
ample fortune. 

He began his business career in 
1857, as a clerk in the American Ex- 
change Bank, which was at that time 
at No. 59 Wall atreet. In 1867 he and 
E. A. Cadlahan, inventor of the stock 
quotation system, organized the Gold 
and Stock Telegraph Company, which 
has ever since furnished the stock ex. 
change quotations. In 1871 Hotchkiss 
organized the American District Tele- 
graph Company. He was its treasurer 
and a director for many years. 

Hotchkiss became a member of the 
Stock Exchange in 1874. He formed a 
partnership with J. W. Burnham, un- 
der the firm name of Hotchkiss—- & 
Burnham. Gould became one of the 
largest customers of the firm. A short 
time afterward the brokers offered to 
place «a private wire in Gould's house, 
and the offer Was accepted. From 
that time unti! Gould's death, the firm 
did a great share of his business. 

Hotchkiss was one of the organizers 
of the Nicaragua Canal Association, 
and it was through is efforts in co- 
operation with Admiral H. ©. Tay- 
lor, U.S.N., and the late Francis A. 
Stout, that the Nicaraguan concession 
waa first obtained. 

Hotchkiss served through the Civil 
Wer as on officer in the United States 
navy.

Comptroller Ridgeley Thinks That 
Way to Achieve the Result Would Be 
to Allow Banks to Issue Fifty Per 
Cent. More of Notes.

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—William Bar- 


rett Ridgeley, Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency was the principal speaker at 
the annual banquet of the bankers of 


the city of New York, given at the 
Waldorf-Astoria tonight. Mr. Ridge- 
ley spoke on “Elasticity in the cur- 
rency,”” and said, in part: 

“The one great objection which can 
be fairly made to the national bank- 
ing system is the lack of elasticity in 
the currency which is issued. ~ The 
prime requisite for an elastic currency 
is frequent redemption and freedom of 
retirement. To have proper and true 


elasticity, contractibility is as necessary 
as expansibility. We have in circula- 


tion such a vast amount of currency 
which is practically inflexible in vol- 
ume, legal tender notes, treasury notes 
of gold and silver, certificates as well 
as bank notes, that it is, and will con- 
tinue to be very difficult to introduce 
any elasticity into it. It must be sup- 
plied by the bank notes. This adds to 
the urgent necessity of giving them the 
greatest possible measure of this qual- 
ity. 
“I think the begt plan which has been 
suggested for modifying our bank cur- 
rency is to allow the banks to issue 
more than par value of the bonds de- 
posited. The first consideration should 
be to make these notes absolutely se- 
cure to the holder. re 

“The government can safely guaran- 
tee or insure these notes if protected 
by the bonds held for a part of their 
value, and in addition by a guarantee 
fund to be raised by a tax or premium 
for insurance levied on the bank cir- 
culation. 

“The restrictions of the national 
banking act in these regards have been 
demonstrated to be wise and benefi- 
cial. It Would be much better for the 
business of the country if its commer- 
cial banking were done mainly by 
banks on a uniform system under govV- 
ernment supervision. This should be 
encouraged by making the system at- 
tractive and profitable as can fairly 
or safely be dione. 

“These additional notes should be 
exactly the same in form and all re- 
spects as those now issued. In fact, 
the change should be merely the in- 
crease of the permission so that a bank 
might issue one and one-half times the 
par value of the bonds deposited, the 
maximum amount of bonds remaining 


the same as now, equal to the re 


stock of the bank.”

HILIPPINE TARIFF. 

The Ways and Means Committee 
of the House has ordered a favorable 
report on the bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Cooper, chairman of the 
Committee on Insular Affairs, reduc- 
ing the tariff on goods coming from 
the Philippines to 25 per cent. of the 


Dingley tariff rates. With the ad- 


vantage of a favorable report from 
the Ways and Means Committee, the 
prospects of the bill In the House will 
be materially improved. Al! but one 
of the Republican members of the 
committee voted to report the bill fa- 
vorably, and the member not voting 
did not express himself as opposed 
to the measure, but refrained from 
voting because he desired more time 
to consider the matter. 

The Democratic members, who 
sought unavailingly to have the bill 
amended so as to provide for absolute 
free trade with the islands, expressed 
their attitude toward the bill in a 
minority report, in which they declare 


_ that “a vote against the bill is a vote 


for the maintenance of the present 
rates of duty—75 per cent. of those 
imposed by the Dingley law—while 
a vate for the bill is a vote in favor 
of reducing the rates imposed to 25 per 


‘cent. of those imposed by the 
Dingley law.’ Therefore, they de- 
clare further, if the  opportu- 
nity is offered they will try to 


amend the bill when it comes before 
the House, so as to provide for iiee 
trade between the Philippines and the 
United States. “Failing in this at- 
tempt.” they say, “and being power- 
less to relieve the country from what 
we believe to be an unconstitutional 
system, and as a choice between two 
evils, we shal! vote for the bill.” 
From the above it is to be inferred 
that the bill will receive practically 
solid support from the Democratic 
side of the House, and almost or quite 
as strong support from ihe Republi- 
cans. As to how it will fare in the 
Senate, that is quite another question. 
No expression has been received from 
that body on the subject at the pres- 
ent session. It seems probable, how- 
ever, that the measure will find many 
friends on both sides of the Senate 
chamber. Keports from the Philip- 
pines have shown beyond all question 


that the tariff reduction proposed 


would be of vast and incalculable ben- 
efit to the interests of the islands; 
also that, aside from the benefits in a 
material sense, so large a reduction in 
the tariff’ would have a powerful 
moral effect in convincing the Fiili- 
pinos that we are not in the islands 
for purely selfish purposes, but are 
willing to share with them, in some 
degree, the unprecedented prosperity 
which the United States is enjoying 
at the present time. 

The proposed reduction of the Phil- 
ippine tariff is quite a different affair 
from the proposed reciprocity treaty 
with Cuba. It will not, and it should 
not, excite the opposition that the 
Cuban reciprocity treaty encountered 
in the Senate.

Rich Recluse of Oceanic, N. J., Dies at 

an Advanced Age Despite the Wager 

That He Made on Horace Greeley. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—{Exciusive 
Dispatch.] Owen McCarton, a rich 
recluse of Oceanic, N. J., died today, 
70 years old. Though he had spent 
forty years at Oceanic, he was scarcely 
known to any one except the members 
of his own family. 

For thirty years he had not crossed 
the threshold of his dwelling between 
sunrise and sunset, because of an elec- 
tion bet. During the Presidential cam-_ 
paign of 1872, between Grant and Gree- 
ley. McCarton was one of the latter's 
most enthusiastic supporters.

which were hung with deep masses of 
slime and spongy substance, created 
through extreme dampness 
OBSTRUCTION REMOVED. 

The provost marshal said. that he 
would conrult Gen. Hill, then com- 
manding, in rezard to his request. He 
did so, and the following day the ob- 
struction was removed. Very soon 
afterward we received the news of our 
pardons, when we became callous to 
all surroundings, feeling their 
tenure of persecution and _ intense 
hatred which had existed for four 
years was drawing to a close. Before 
the departure of the Fifth Artillery we 
received a telegram notifying us of 
our parcon, whereupon received 
the congratulations of each officer of 
the post, whether real or fictitious it 
is beyond my power to state. 

On March 29, 186%, having received 
my release from their custody by vir- 
tue of the official pardon granted by 
Andrew Johnson, ‘President of the 
United States, issued in our respective 
cases, we departed from the fort, 
transportation alone being furnished 
as far as Key West, Fla. The govern- 
ment had deported us far from our. 
homes to a strange land and had dis- 
charged us With no means ai command 
to return. Had it not been for my 
father. who came for me, I would 
have been ‘left penniless among stran- 
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gers. Without means to reach my home 
or to purchase subsistence to alleviate 
hunger. Like justice followed my foot- 
steps from beginning to end. 

THE OFFICIAL PARDON. 

The official authority which restored 
me again to the world a free man, a 
.pardon granted by the United States 
government, is herewith appended, to- 
wit: 

Andrew Johnson. of the 

United States of America. 

To all to whom these presents shall 
come, greeting: 

AVhereas, on the 30th day of June, in 
the year 1865, onc Samuel B. Arnold 
was, by the judgment of a_ military 
commission. convened and holden in 
the city of Washington, declared guilty 
of the specificatton wherein he was 
charged in the words and figures fol- 
lowing, to-wit: And in further prose- 
eution of said conspiracy, the _ said 
Samuel Arnold did, within the mill- 
tary department and the military lines 
aforesaid, on or before the 6th day of 
March, A.D., 1865, and on divers other 
days and times between that day and 
the 15th day of April, A.D., 1865, com- 
biner conspire with and aid, counsel, 
abet, comfort and support the said 
John Wilkes Booth, Lewis Payne, 
George A. Atzerodt. Michael O'Laugh- 
lin and their confederates in said un- 
lawful, murderous and traitorous con- 
spiracy. and the éxecution thereof as 
aforesaid: and 

Wherers. the sentence imposed by 
said military commission upon the said 
Samuel! Arnold was that he be impris- 
oned at hard labor for life. and the 
confinement under such sentence was 
directed to be had in the military 
prison at Dry Tortugas, Fila., and the 
Saja Samuel Arnold has been for 

re than three years and six months, 
and now its, suffering the infliction of 
such sentence: and . 

ROOM FOR UNCERTAINTY. 

Whereas, the (evidence adduced 
against said Arnold before the said 
military commission leaves room for 
uncertainty as to the true measure 
and nature of the complicity of the 
eald Arnold in the said murderous and 
traitorous conspiracy, and it is appar- 
ent that the said Arnold rendered no 
active assisjance whatsoever to the 
said Booth, and his confederates, in 
the actua] execution of said abomina- 
ble crime; and ;

It has not been written through 
malice nor vindictiveness on my part, 
but solei’ for the purpose of giving to 
the world the mannet of treatment 
adopted and pursued In my respective 
case, both during the period awaiting 
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trial, throughout the trial itself, and 
even after sentence had been imposed.

The hatred engendered sby the CivT! 

War had not yet abated. The crime 
in which I was supposed to have been 
connected, and for which I was im- 
prisoned, was of such an abominable 
and atrocious nature that the hatred 
which at first had been instilled into 
the hearts of the entire nation . did 
not subside during my entire incar- 
ceration. They looked upon me as a 
monster, from the sentence imposed 
by the military commission, and noth- 
ing could be brought to bear to change 
or modify 
tions. 
Not even the government nor those 
in high authority could be appeased, 
and they still persecuted, even after 
sentence had been imposed, and would 
have continued to do so had I re- 
mained under their charge..To have 
obtained justice at or about the period 
of my trial was an impossibility, as 
well as a fruitless undertaking. while 
the public mind was in such chaotic 
excitement and frenzy. Evidence was 
hardly necessary to convict. The de- 
sire was only to gratify and appease 
the public mind, and to avenge the 
death of Abraham Lincoln.

OUR SOUTHLAND. 


| 
AMBITIOUS PLAN OF COLORED MEN 


OF LOS ANGELES. 
Whole Township Desired to Be Peopled 
With Farmers from Southern States, 
to Exclusion of Whites—Options Se- 
cured on Two Tracts. 


To colonize an entire Southern Call- 
fornia townsh!p with colored farming 
folk is the ambitious enterprise es- 
sayed by a group of negro citizens of 
Los Angeles, headed by J. L. Edmunds. 

Options have been secured on two 
different tracts of land, and thouch the 
scheme is yet in embryo, its promoters 
are enthusiastic, and claim the plan 
holds great possibilities .for their race. 


‘The scheme is backed by the local Col- } 


ored Business Men's League, of which 
organizaiion its chief promoter, J. L. 
Edmunds, is an active member. Ed- 
munds is a market farmer of South 
Pasadena, and also editor of the Lib- 
erator, a paper published monthly in 
the interests of negroes. 

The project is primarily agricultural, 
and alms at the more complete in- 
dependence and greater opportunity of 
improvement for the colored people. 
The idea js to have the colony, which 
it is thought should occupy at least one 
whole township, under the absolute 
control of the negroes, who would make 
up the entire population. It is planned 
to have schools, churches, libraries, 
newspapers and every feature of town 
and rural government—all sustained, 
patronized and controlled by African 
brains and blood. 

The Colored Men's League hag se- 
cured options on two fine, well-watered 
tracts of agricultura] lands, one in 
Ventura county, and one in Riverside 
county. comprising about 40,000 acres. 
Thete lands can be secured at a price 
that will enable the colonizers to y 
for them without hardship. Edmunds’s 
plan is to bring here from the South- 
ern States 350 or 400 families from the 
better class of negro farmers. These 
families, he says, could sell out their 
belongings in the South, and clean up 
from $600 to $1000 per family, and could 
then relocate in the Southern California 
negro colony to great advantage. 

No visionary coéperative schemes are 
to be exploited, the fundamental! plan 
being to place the ne in such envi- 
ronments that he may show his capa- 
bilities for self-government and self- 
support. Edmunds feels confident that 
this colonization plan would work to 
great advantage to the best class of 
southern negro farmers, and would give 
them an opportunity for development 
impossible under conditions prevailing 
South. 

e plan of the Colored Business 
Men's League has been under discus. 
sion for several months, and affairs 
may soon shape themselves for definite 
action. The plan has n Warmly 
commended by a number of prominent 
citizens of Southern California. 

A Somewhat similar plan for town 
building was put in operation several 
years ago at Nicodemus, Kan. 
said the enterprise turned out well for 
the colored people, except they were 
unable to keep the white people from 
settling in their town. "

“All official acts of the Executive 
Committee are subject to the approval 
of the leader and official head, and are 
void and of no effect when disap- 
proved by that officer.” 

“The leader and official head shall be 
custodian of the archives of the 
brotherhood.” | 

“The leader and official head may ap- 
point agents for any purpose and en- 
dow them with whatever power she or 
he may elect to delegate.’ 

“There shall be a finance commit- 
tee of three, whose duty shall be ‘to 
raise money and direct the disburse- 
ment of the same. The official acts of 
this committee are subject to the ap- 
proval of the leader and official head, 
and are void and of no_ effect when 
disapproved by that officer.” 

“The leader and official head shall 
have the power to prevent the discus- 
sion of or any action on any subject, 
which, in the judgment of that officer,

“It shall be the duty of the cabinet 
to pass such bylaws as the leader and 
official head dictates, and wo bylaws 
shall become operative until approved 
by that officer.” 

By the provisions of the constitution 
also, this all-powerful leader and offi- 
cial head is declared to be Katherine 
#. Tingley, who shall be the autocrat 
during her lifetime, or until she names 
ther successor. 

The last question of the’ day put to 
Mrs. Tingley was: “Isn't it a fact that 
prior to the publication of the article 
complained of, other articles were pub- 
lished in other papers attacking you 
and your work, and which had n 
brought to your attention?”

‘McAleer Said to Have Made Deal With 
Boiler Makers’ Union Wheréby it 
Dictates Appointment—Effort to Have 
the Incumbent Retained. 


Unless powerful friends intervene, J. 
©. Patterson of the Sixth Ward will 
lose the position of City Boiler In- 
Spector, which he has acceptably filled 
@ little over five years. Two years ago 
‘the City Council paid him the honor to 
nominate him at large in the caucus, it 
fs said, thus making him entirely in- 
Gependent of patronage questions. He 
has the highest recommendations and 
fs almost unanimously indorsed by 
those with whom he has dealt since he 
has held the office. | 
_. No fault whatever is found with Pat- 
terson’s administration of this impor- 

tant office, but in the caucus subdi- 
vision of political “pie” he was left 
out in the cold. Owen McAleer. of the 
First Ward made a fight to control the 
position, and prevailed in the caucus. 
It is stated that he will name Joe Hal- 

«loway for the place if the schedule 
goes through.

The company involved 
threatened to sue him and to ask the 
city for damages, but when the 
changes were made and very defective 
rivets discovered, the company was 
ready to thank and not condemn the 
inspector. 

Some strong men in the present 
Council are working for Patterson, and 
it is asserted that a majority of the 
new members would like to see- him 
appointed.

On June 8 1899, a treaty was signed 
bqiween the Argentine Republic and 
Urugusey for the arbitration of “all 
controversies of whatever kind. which 
may arise between them, when they 
a0 not affect the principles of the Con- 
stitulion of one or the other country.” 

On May 28, 1902, the republics of 
Chile and Argentine signed a treaty for 
the arbitration of any question that 
might arise between the two countries. 
By article 1 of the treaty they bind 
themselves to submit to arbitration 
every difficulty or question of what- 
ever nature that may arise between 
them. provided that such questions do 
not affect the provisions of their re- 
spective constitutions, and that they 
cannot be Ffolved through direct ne- 
The arbitrator designated 
is the King of England or the Swiss 
fovernment, in the event of the rup- 
ture of relations between the British 
government and either of the contract- 
ing parties, 

RECENT MEXICAN CONFERENCE. 

During the winter of 1901-1902, the 
second pan-American conference was 
held in Mexico. The project of a 
treaty Was signed by the delegates of 
Seventeen countries, including those 
from the United States, for the com- 
pulsory submission to The Hague court 
of all claims for pecuniary losa or 
damages which may be presented py 
their respective citizens, amd which 
cannot be adjusted amicably, provided 
they are of sufficient importance to 
Warrant the expense. If this treaty 
is ratified by five of the signatory 
States, it will go into effect. and it 
includes certain controversies which 
are even more of a political than of a 
pecuniary chafacter. An instance of 
this nature occurred during the ad- 
ministration of President Harrison in 
1891. It was the case of the seamen 
of the United States vessel Baltimore, 
who were assaulted by a mob in the 
streets of Valparaiso. The case 
aroused intense popillar feeling both 
in the United States and in Chile. It 
was finalay settled by the payment by 
Chile of an indemnity. The case was 
supposed to involve the nationa! 
honor of the United States, on the 
ground charged that the assault’ was 
made “upon the uniform of the navy 
of the United States, having its origin 
and motive in a feeling of hostility to- 
ward the government of the United 
States.” 

What solid reason could now be 
given why such a difference, if one 
were again to arisé, should not be 
submitted to The Hague tribunal? 
When, in former’ times, gien talked 
about “honor,” it meant a duel. It is 
‘no longer so. Why should it be so 
with a State? Another controversy, 
which was intensely political, arousing 
the national passions and pride of each 
of the parties, and which was sub- 
mitted to arbitration, was over the 
“Alabama claims.” Can it then be said 
to be impossible or even improbable 
that political differences will be sub- 
mitted to arbitration, in the future as 
in the past?

The 
festering nails that fasten these crude 
advertisements will never more find 
their way towayd the hearts of the 
beautiful sycamores upon Pasadena 
avenue. Pul! down the placards from 
the shade trees. 


Weather Reports.

The result was, 
he declined to have anything to do with 
the diseased trees, preferring to lose 
his $29 to using the trees, The gentleman 
now declines to receive the several hun- 
dred trees he had spoken for from the 
nursery, & the’ propagator cer- 
tainly cannot hold him to the contract. 
I wish through Wis incident to warn 
these expecting to plant walnut trees 
that many nursery lots are badly in- 
fected with the bacteriosis and shoud 
not be planted under any circum- 
stances. Better wait a whole year than 
to start In with a let of sick trees that

There is some 
merit to this man’s dream of insect 
and vegetable bacterial slauchter, but 
his almost unpardonable ignorance of 
the proper way to reach the public, 
and his absolute failure to fulfill the 
terms of the herald which preceded 
him to the State, have made a waiting 
people to scoff and finally to discredit 
him entirely, I fear. Nothing requires 
greater conservatism than that of the 
application of new remedies for the 
extermination of orchard pests, and 
yet no deserving cause has ever failed 
of fair hearing on the part of the fruit 
growers of Southern California. 


Far-reaching Decision. 


The recent decision of the Supreme 
Court of California upon the San Ber- 
nardino water case cuts the ground 
from under al! the preconceived no- 
tions of subterranean water rights. It 
in brief denies the right of a iand 


owner at the lower point of an ar- 
tesian belt, to pump more than his 
Share of the water from his own weil. 


The case is understood by almost ev- 
ery reader of The Times in Southern 
California. The defendant in this suit 
uncapped ten wells within the city lim- 
its of San Bernardino, and, by means 
of pumps, withdrew and sold to River- 
Side about 100 inches of water. The 
Supreme Court decides unanimously 
' that the owner of the land on which 
ithe wells were situated had*no right 
to do this, as it dried up the wells on 
the lands above and thus deprived 
those lands of their proportion of the 
underlying water. Can we imagine 
anything more far-reaching than this 
decision? The public is just beginning 
to realize the effect of this departure. 
There is Mttle-use in giving the detalis 
of this remarkable decision. In fact, it 
| is set forth.so forcibly and briefly that 
the bare fact is enough to make a 
furore wherever parallel cases may be 
found. There is little probability of 
| this decision ever being reversed.

in this county. The subject matter of 
this bulletin has been prepared by the 
Board of Horticulture from data se- 


cured by Frederick Maskew, the secre- 


tary of the Apple Growers’ Associa- 
tion, assisted by a committee of the 
association._Every line of this report 
has been drawn from actual experi- 
ments, and field observations made in 
the apple orchards of Downey, Comp- 
ton and Cerritos during the last year. 
It is designed, primarily, as an agent 


for the betterment of apple culture in 


Los Angeles county, but I believe it 
will be found so valuable that it will 
be given general circulation as sug- 
gested by the chairman of the Board 
of Supervisors. The subject matter is 
not very flattering to the apple in- 
dustry in the South as it stands at 


present, but treats the question ina’ 


manner that will do much to bring 
apple culture into prominence in this 
section. 

On this line I hope old-time residents, 
who have been led to believe that apple- 
growing was a failure in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, may visit the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce and have a look 
at the apples on exhibition there grown 
at Downey, Cerritos, Redlands, Man- 
zana, Julian, and other -local poinis. 
This fruit outshines anything in the 
exhibit although placed there weeks 
ago by the enterprising growers. The 
apple business is coming to the front 
in this end of the State and the time 
will be hastened by the publication of 
this bulletin. Apple men ¢annot af- 
ford to plant at random, however, or to 
give their trees nothing but neglect. 
The treatise gives useful hints upon 
varieties, cultivation, pollination, spray- 
ing and fertilization. It takes away 
somé of the stigma hitherto attached to 
the codling moth as well. Announce- 
ments will be made in the agricultural 
press of the time of the publication of 
this bulletin. 


Questions Answered. 
G. L. Reynolds of Pasadena writes: 
“Will the eucalytpus thrive in marshy 
land, such as is found in Alameda, and 
other counties surrounding San Fran- 


cisco Bay?" Only a few species thrive 
in 8SWampy regions, and even they 
require plenty of sunshine. Perhaps 


all the species known to California 
prefer dry situations, and the tree cer- 
tainly would not do well commercially 
in regions subject to continued cloudy 
weather. The fact that most all the 
eucalypts have the power of ab- 
sorbing great quantities of moisture 
through their roots i8 the cause of 
their distinctiveness to fruit orchards 
in this portion of the State, and not 
that they are extraordinary feeders. 
The ordinary blue gum, E. globulus, is 
adapted to warm, moderately moist 
climates, and is the best-known tree 
of the eucalypts in California, and one 
of the most remarkable of all trees— 
most suitable for the production of 
fuel, the subject of Mr. Reynolds's in- 
quiry. 

‘Would the profits derived from such 
growth justify a man in growing more 
(for fuel) than needed for his own 
use?” Most certainly. Blue gum trees 
may be cut profitably at seven years 


from the seed. You might’ = ex- 
pect seventy-five cords of four-foot 
wood to the acre. The highest. au- 


thentic profits I have heard of were 
eighty cords of four-foot wood, sold 
for $200 on the stump. This ie the 
record: of seventeen acres near Comp- 
ton for the third cutting from a twen- 
ty-year-old grove. As to the profits 
to be expected from this tree grown 
on San Francisco Bay, the’ inquirer 
should investigate all the conditions 
before going into the business upon a 
commercial scale. As the native 
woods of the avallable cafions disap- 
pear, the Eucalyptus globulus and 


other equally rapid-growing species,: 


will easily become the source of the 
fuel supply of Southern California. 


Fraudulent Tomato Seed. 

Twenty-five pounds of tomato seed 
untrue to name distributed all over 
the tomato-growing sections of Los 
Angeles is what the trade !s up 
against this winter. One grower tells 
me he has four acres of Ponderosa, 
planted for the Stone. He estimates 
his logs at $500. Another has eighteen 
acres and another twenty-five acres of 
tomatoes from this batch of misnamed 
seed. My informant, who is known by 
every vegetable and small-fruit 
grower in this sectien, says there are 
at Jeast seventy-five acres of Ponder- 
osa planted for Stone, and that the 
loss will be great. It seems the for- 


'mer variety is of little account as a 


winter grower. no matter how valuable 
as a summer variety, but the Stone 


is a smooth, even-ripening kind, and it 


was in their attempt to get this that 
the planters were deceived. 

The question arises as to the re- 
sponsible party in this disastrous deal. 
The tomato men naturally went to the 


| retail dealer in Los Angeles who so!d 


the seed to them. The firm gave the 
planters no satisfaction nor attempted 
to compensate them even to a rebate 
upon the cost of the seed. The selier 
of this fraudulent seed said he had 
bought it from a_ reliable eastern 
grower for the Stone anid did not 
guarantee its purity. I cannot see the 
utility: of a local retail dealer unless 
he assumes the responsibility of get- 
ting seed true to name for his cus- 
tomers. He should secure his custom- 
ers from loss and then make the whole- 
saler from whom he purchased the seed 
make good finally for selling mis- 
labeled seed. The large profits made 
by the retailer are not fairly earned if 
he can.escape all responsibility by 
merely remarking to the complainant 
that the seed was sent out from the 
East under a wrong name. If these 
tomato men have been deceived once 
they will not trade with the seedsman 
again, but will order their seed direct 
from the East rather than chance the 
local dealer. This incident emphasizes 
the necessity of extreme care in the 
selection of seeds and plants. Now is 
the time every one is thinking of re- 
plenishing his feed supplies, and he 
should take a lesson from the tomato 
growers. I cannot see why legal action 
should not hold against the firm which 
sold this fraudulent seed. 
THE FRUIT FARM. 

Don't Boom. 

The Chronicle in commenting upon 
the prospective boom in orange plant- 
ing, induced by the late citrus falr, 
wisely remarks: 

“Rut what is the object? We can- 
not stop the southern groves from 
bearing. ‘While the sales will yearly 
increase with the increase of popula- 
tion and bétter means of distribution, 
we certainly cannot hope to market at 
a profitable price all the oranges that 
both sections can produce. Neither 
can we hope to maintain the immunity 
from pests which our orange groves 
now happily enjoy. If the pests which 


infest the southern groves will not 
thrive in our climate—although there 
is little doubt that they will—nature 
will not be long in finding some pest 
which wil thrive here. We may safely 
trust nature for that. Her object is to 
maintain the balance of life, and she 
works at it all the time. ‘The naught 
in overplus, as the poet puts it, 
what nature wants and what nature 
will have. There is the labor question 
to be considered, and those wil do 
best who consider. it most carefully. 
It is not desirable that we have an or- 
ange boom or any kind of a fruit 
boom. Orange groves should be planted 
only in those locations which are es- 
pecially adapted to them. We have 
more early districts than Southern Cal- 
ifornia but we have also more late 
districts. It is a serious error in the 
people of some of our counties to make 
citrus growing the main attraction to 
immigrants, The foundation of perma. 
nent agricultural prosperity is in the 
production of staple products and turn- 
ing them, so far as possikie, into live 
stock or other advanced product on 
the farm or as near to it as possible. 
We can fill our State with contented 
people whenever we are ready to sell 
them land at prices’ which will justify 
their purchase for the production of 
staple corps by the labor of the owner. 
I'ntil we are ready to do that, other 
States will get the people, no matter 
how much we advertise. Of every 
three people whom we induce to come 
here and plant orchards of any kind, 
two will lose money and write home 
to their friends cursing California. Let 
the frult business have its natural 
growth. The thing to “boom” is the 
production of staple crops—crain, wool, 
sugar, meat, root crops, alfalfa, milk, 
butter, cheese. That way lies success.” 


Late Apple News. 


A dispatch from Portland, Or., under 
@ iate cate reads us follows: “The sit- 
uation is not a tavorable one for Orégon 
appie growers. A big crop has been 
producea in_ the State, and there is 
practica.ly no demand for. ordinary 
Stock, except for the locai trade. There 
is no shipping outlet for anything ex- 
cept high-grade varieties, such as Spiiz- 
enbergs, xewtowns agd Jonathans, 
nearly ail of which go to market on the 
Atlantic seaboard. Most of ihese ship- 
menis are made direct from the grow- 
ing districts in Bouthern Vregon and 
hiood River. There are thousands oi 
voxes of other varieties, Ben Davis, 
Baldwins, Winesaps, Ganos and Green- 
ings, stlii in growers’ hands, with prac- 
nO Market except al extremely 
low Fruit Grower. 


Pickling Olives. 


By request we give again the olive- 
pickling process by the use of lye: Put 
the o.ives in a solution composed of 
two ounces of lye—Red Seal, GreenbAck 
vr Babbitt’s—in one gallon of water, 
for four hours. Repeat this once or 
twice, if necessary, to remove the bit- 
ter or tartness. 2. tiinse the olives thor- 
oughly, and, instead of a lye solution, 
cover with fresh water, changed twice 
a day until the lye taste has been re- 
moved. 3. Replace the water with 
brine made of four ounces of salt to 
one gallon of water, in which solution 
you ‘eave them two days. 4. Put in 
a brine of six ounces of salt to a gal- 
lon of water, for seven days. 5.: Next 
in a brine of ten ounces to the gallon 
for two weeks. 6. Finally, into a brine 
containing fourteen ounces of salt to 
the gallon, in which yo@ let them re- 
main unt you wish to freshen them 
for use. Prof. Hilgard recommends a 
weak brine from the first-after taking 
the bitter out.—{G. P. Hah. 


THE FARM. 
Must Know Their Business. 


The Grange and the agricultural presse 
should be and are actively codperating 
to téach better methods of agri- 
culture, to the end that larger crops 
and better stock can be raised, at less 
cost, than under the old methuds.

of agricultural conditions. 

In addition to all this, the agricui- 
tural press is an educational factor of 
great benefit and value to all fartngs, 
and they cannot afford not to av:.') 
themselves of all these avenues of in- 
formation. A single suggestion, found 
in a single issue é6f some of our best 
agricultural journals, when «adopted 
and applied to the farm, is worth many 
times the cost of years ‘of ‘subscrip- 
tion to al! the leading agricultural 
Journals published in our country. 
The relation of American agricu'ture 
to other countries, soils, climate, laws 
relating to transportation facilities and 
charges, cost of labor and rate of tax- 
ation, are all questions effecting Ameri- 
can agriculture, and must be under- 
Stood by the intelligent American farme 
er, to enable him to understand the re- 
lation of legislation to the success of 
American agriculture. The develop- 
ment of transportation facilities by 
land and sea has brought all nations 
of the world in close competition with 
each other tin all the leading products 
of the world, and all laws’ effecting 
these exchanges should be fully under- 
stood by all American farmers. 

As I view the future of agriculture 
in America, the organization of farm- 
ers is a necessity for their success. 
Study, investigation, the taking, reade- 
ing and writing for the agricultural 
press, becomes a matter’ of necessity 
and duty which we cannot ignore or es- 
cape if the American farmer hopes to 
hold his relative position in the in- 
dustrial interests ‘of our matchless 
coumry.—({Orange Judd Farmer. 


Notes. 


It is stated that owing to the low 
prices prevailing for potatoes, many 
hundreds of acres on the San Joaquin 
River will not be harvested. There are 
more potatoes than the demand in the 
State requires, and southern markets 
can be supplied more cheaply from 
other points than from here. The 
freight rate to Southwestern points is 
75 cents per 100 pounds, which is more 
than the traffic will bear. Potatoes 
could be sold in certain parts of the 
Southwest if a rate of 55 cents per 100 
pounds could be got while rates from 
other and nearer competing points re- 
mained unchanged. That, however, is 
impossible. If rates are reduced on 
potatoes from California, there will be 
corresponding reductions from other 
shipping points and our producers 
would gain nothing. Consumers would 
gain and the railroads would lose the 
amount of the reduction in freight. 
Situated as we are, it is unsafe to pro- 
duce potatoes in excess of the demand 
from territory naturally tributary to 
our potato fields. 

Asparagus men are seeking to find 
varieties resistant to the asparagus 
rust. An asparagus grower quoted by 
the Rural New Yorker has great faith 
in the rust-resisting powers of the Ar- 
gentenil or French asparagus, though 
he finds Palmetto much less affected 
than other kinds. He has grown and 
advocated the Argenteuil variety for 
seventeen vears, and finds it healthier 
and a better cropper of large or prime 
sprouts than any other, though not as 
productive of the smaller sizes nor ag- 
gregate bulk as the Conover. A few 
hundred Argenteuil two-year ‘roots 


planted on the Rural grounds last. 


spring have made a most satisfactory 
growth, and show no injury from rust, 
although a few patches of the fungus 
may be found on the stems. When 
the Argenteuil or Palmetto is attacted, 
the rust colonies seem confined to a 
portion of the circumference of the 
stems and do not often spread around 
it like a collar cutting off the circula- 
tion and killing the stalk, as it is al- 
ways likely to do with less resistant 
kinds. If asparagus rust ‘lessens its 
destructiveness either from natural 
causes or from better care of the 
plants, it will be a matter of much re- 
joicing among growers and consumers. 
—{Chronicle. 


Good Feed for Bacon Hogs. 


For growing the bacon hog in win- 
ter, the mangel has become a staple 
article of feed. In fact, without that 
root, the industry would languish, so 
far as the winter months are con- 
cerned. The majority of pig feeders 
practice the pulping of mangels, and 
mixing in whatever meal they use, 
and storing for a day in a box. The 
mass warms up, the meal is softened, 
and seemingly, the nutriment is more 
easily assimilated by the animal sys- 
tem. The quantity of meal used is In 
accordance with the age and time 
they are to be marketed. It is surpris- 
ing how cheaply pigs so fed can be car- 
ried on in winter, and what profitable 
returns for labor are secured. 

It is true that roots are probably the 
most expensive of all crops grown on 
the ordinary’ farm. Counting half the 
value of the manure applied as taken 
up by the crop, and adding thereto the 
cast of labor and rent for land, we find 
all to make a cost of $25 to $30 per 
acre. But then a thousand bushels at 8 
cents per bushel make $80, leaving a 
profit per acre of $50 to $55. The im- 
mensely improved condition of the 
land is a very important factor in the 
summing up.—{Orange Judd Farmer. 


THE POULTRY YARD. 
Current Notes. 
Chickens are not of the weight, style 
and flesh color that the high-grade 
market prefers. They are often shipped 
without any pretense of fattening, or al- 
most as bad—have been corn fed until 
a mass of grease inside. They are 
killed by cutting off the head, thus los- 
ing appearance and weight. They may 
be scalded and carelessly cleaned, and 
are suld throvgh a midieman, 
cares litt'e what they bring, since he 
can always get more of such stock than 
he can readily sell, and his prize cus- 
tomers will not buy it at any price. 
Some farmers fatten by simply feeding 
plenty of whole corn, which fits old 
fowls with yellow grease; a condition 
not liked by consumers. Corn improves 
weight and color, however, an it is 
part of most American fattening ra- 
tions. 
The first essential is confinement and 
clal feeding a few weeks by method, 
owls fattened at large have tough, 
dark, strong meat except on breast. 
Fow's confined and properly fed have 
light meat and so permeated with fat 
that it cooks deliciously tender and ac- 
tually meits In the mouth, The newest 
methods are based on approved foreign 
practice. Always the fattening birds are 
kept comfortably warm, in partial dark- 
ness and fed regularly and carefully 
on special foods. In France each bird 
has a separate pen with feed trough 
and drawer for droppings. For two to 
four weeks they are stuffed twice dally 
with very finely-ground buckwheat and 
parley, or buckwheat and corn, mixed 
with skim milk, making a thick, 
creamy porridge. Feeding is often 
forced by use of a funnel. This fun- 
nel is made of tin, carefully turned, 
and the tube ts inserted in the gullet 
to the crop. e tube may be covered 
with thin rubber. The food is simply 
poured in till the-crop is full. This 
plan may be employed the last ten days 


of fattening, and gives a wonderful fin- 
ish. The best-finished French poultry 
often brings 50 cents per pound— 
{American Cultivator. 


An Egg-laying Tournament. 


The greatest egg-laying competition 
on record has just been concluded in 
New South Wales, under the manage- 
ment of the State government. 

Forty-one pens—there were six pul- 
lets of one breed in a pen-—competed, 
and the competition lasted for a period 
of six months. Black Orpingtons showed 
incomparably the best results. all 
through. 

The New South Wales poultry breed- 
ers have now sent a challenge to the 
United States, inviting breeders of lay-| 
ing strains to forward three pens to 
compete with three local pens under the 
game conditions.—[London Mail. 


Preserving Cut Bone. 

Fresh, green bone and meat after 
leaving the mill should be taken to 
some convenient place and spread upon 
the floor, where there is plenty of fresh 
air circulating, and as jittUle sunlight as 
possibie. It can be well loosened by 
going over it with a common garden 
rake. After it is well spread out, take 
fine air-siaked lime and sprinkle it 
thoroughly over the cut bone and meat 
until it is well covered. Rake it again 
until the lime adheres well to the meat. 
Then take corn meal and apply it 
freely in the same manner as you did the 
lime, with another good raking. Add as 
much corn meai as will be necessary to 
absorb the moisture and grease of the 
meat. Allow it to remain in this cond. 
tion for several hours, when it sho.-. 
be gone over again with the rake in or- 
der to keep it in a drying condition, and 
in a short time it will be thoroughly 
cured and dry enough to keep the entire 
season without spoliling, provided’ it Is 
kept dry. 

In this manner of preserving fresh- 
cut bone you not only retain its full 
strength, but can have a supply on hand 
at all times. It becomes quite hard and 
can be put through a mill and ground 
finer for small chicks. 

If you prefer feeding it in the morn- 
ing it can be added to the mash feed 
and the whole scalded together. The 
amount of lime used is not injurious to 
the fowls: on the other hand, it will be 
found healthy, as it aids digestion and 
keeps the fowls in good condition and 
the corn meal enriches the food. Any 
one that tries this method will find it 
a quick, safe and satisfactory way to 
preserve green bone and meat.—[Poul- 
try Keeper. |

Lessons from the Live-stock Exposition.

The agricul- 
tural colleges competed with practical 
breeders and feeders in the judging 
contests, and in the fat cattle rings. In 
every case the colleges made a splendid 
showing, proving that the. old-time 
claim about the impracticability of a 
college education is unfounded. It may 
have had some basis years age, but 
does not hold now. In the students’ 
judging contests there wags more or less 
confusion, indicating still Muc work to 
do to get this section of the exposition 
running smoothly.

Breeding Army Horses. 

The British authorities have decided 
to have immense stud farms here, be- 
ginning with horses, and afterward 
extending the breeding establishments 
toa cattle, sheep, goats, donkeys and 
mules, The first order for brood mares 
will be given in this country to the 
military authorities, who wili sell them 
to the civil authorities. lt is ascer- 
tained that 4000 mares are thus to be 
acquired, with, of course, stal ions, 
After a time these will be imported 
from good stock, but there is plenty of 
blood in the country to make a begin- 
ning. 

The mares to b@ hanced over by the 
military authorities are mostiy accli- 
matized now. Many of them will be of 
the Boer mare breed, a hardy, light lit- 
tie animal, which breeds well, and is 
very useful in the long grass and stony 
veldt and kopje—just the animals, in 
fact, to carry a Man around his farm 
and bring his produce to market in 
quick time over long distances 

One of the largest breeding establish- 
ments wil} be at Stunderton. British 
and Australian men versed in horses 
are to be appointed, and several of 
these breeding depots, and several well- 
known men Who have made the horse a 
study have already been appointed t» 
select the mare and stallion grounds 
for the commencement.—[Pretoria cor- 
respondence Pail Mall Gazette, 


Treatment of Stall Kickers. 


A common plan is to pass a two-foot 
piece of chain through a strap and 
buckle it on the horse's pastern, go that 
when he kicks it will iy back and hit 
him. <A cure requires from two weeks 
to three months, 

Another plan is to line the sides of 
the stall two feet high with old bag- 
ging, padded with several inches of 
straw. The queer sensation of kicking 
against the padding seems to scare the 
animal, and effect a lasting cure. 

A Missouri horseman advises to take 
a léathér surcingle, buckle it around the 
animal behind front legs, fasten a small 
double pulley under belly. Now plaeee 
straps with buckles on them on each of 
his legs below pastern joint, having a 
ring in each strap Take a one-half- 
inch rope, tie to ring on one front foot, 
run it up through pulley, back to hind 
foot on opposite side, and tie, doing the 
same with opposite feet. Leave the 
rope long enough for the animal to 
step. When he attempts to kick, the 
pulley takes his front feet from under 
him. Use this at all times while in 
stable, until the horse is broken of the 
habit of kicking. —{American. Culti- 
vator. 


High prices for beef have greatly in- 
creased the interest in cattle raising 
throughout the Eastern States. The 
address of J. Sanborn of North 
Adams, Mass., last week, before the 
State. Board of Agriculture, was on 
“Beef Production in New England,” 
and was listened to with atterition by 
a large audience of farmers. Said Prof. 
Sanbern: 

“Conditions permanent in character 
have brought the steer again into the 
range of profitable production in New 
England. The profitable steer here 
must be the product of high art. He 
must have the beef form, as this brings 
more than the dairy form, with its 
maximum of cheap parts, He is nec- 
essarily a hothouse product, growing 
and fattening continuously from birth 
to death. Maintenance is <cleven pounds 
a day on his average weight, and should 
not be lost by a single day's fallure 
of rapid growth. Nor can a year’s 
time be nécessarily added, for it means 
two tons of fodder to run the machine 
this time—a fatal amount. He must 
go to the shambles at the lowest 
weight that will command the highest 
value, as it will require three times the 
food to make a pound of growth. It is 
shown that twice the growth a day 
is made the first year that occurs the 
fourth year, so that a double loss oc- 
curs to one making an unnecessarily 
heavy steer. 

“Palatable foods in abundance or | 
great skill in feeding are required, as 
free consumption is the basis of rapid 
growth. Old bushy pastures cannot be 
the basis of cheap beef, for they afford 
neither abundant nor palatable foods. 
These pastures must be rid ef weeds 
and bushes and feed. Protein foods in 
either the coarse foods fed or in the 
grains or meals must constitute a part 
of the ration, though not to the extent 
advocated by students of German feed- 
ing tables. It requires for a pound of 
butter fat under high feeding some 
twenty-five pounds or more of food. 
This food will make over two pounds of 
steer, probably two and a half pounds, 
as I have made a pound of growth on 
a steer of average weight on nine 
pounds of dry matter. If the meat is 
the product of a good breeder and 
feeder it will net about the same as 
butter, labor considered.” 


THE DAIRY. 
Making Prize New York Butter. 


The prize butter which won the sil- 
ver cup for New York State at the re- 
cent buttermakers’ convention in Mil- 
waukee was made by B. J. Young of 
Hobart. In reply to an inquiry as to 
his methods, he statés that the milk 
used was received from ninety patrons. 
All poor milk was rejected. The good 
milk was heated to 72 deg., separated, 
and the cream run into cans, where it 
was pasteurized by setting the cans in 
water kept at 150 deg. It 
ward cooled by aeration to 72 deg. 
Twenty per cent. of skim-milk starter 
was added and then the can was set 
in water at 72 deg. and held at this 
temperature for eleven hours. At the 
end of this time sufficient acidity had 
developed and the milk had begun to 
thicken. The cream was then cooled 
down by means of ice water to 58 deg. 
and held at this temperature for thir- 
teen hours. It was then churned in a 
combination churn and butterworker, 
ice being added to cool it to 54 deg. 
The butter was washed with water at 
55 deg. It was salted at the rate of 
three-quarters of an ounce to a pound 
of butter. The churn was revolved 
eight times with the worker in opera- 
tion. The butter was allowed to drain 
at each revolution. The tub in which 
this was packed was washed, steamed 
and sealded in salt water over night. 
It was then lined with paper and the 
butter carefully packed for shipment 
to the market..

It is evident, however, that the eggs 
must be at some time deposited in the 
calf's throat, where in due time they 
hatch, grow and kill, either by 
choking the calf or by causing inflam- 
mation. The disease is not a new one, 
but it has never been mastered by the 
veterinary profession. The life history 
of the parisite is not known, conse- 
quentiy we cannot tell how or when 
the eggs get deposited in the throat, or 
how to prevent the deposit, which is 
the cause of the trowble, or to kill the 
fly which lays the eggs. The old 
remedy for “worms” is turpentine, and |
